Much of that help so desper- 
ately _ needed by the refugees， 
Agnos continued，comes in the 
form of counseling and cultural 
orientation andqd other social ser- 
vices that the state _ legislature 
eliminated in :its budget control 
language, signed by the governor 
last June.

“But after So many 
years of warfare and atrocity, the 
other social services are not frills 
for these refugees.”

Continue Spiritual Mission

SAN FRANCISCO 一 As the 
Chinese Christian Union of SFE 
celebrates its 65th anniversary 
Sunday，it renewSs its efforts to 
meet the Spiritual needs of a com- 
munity that has changed much 
Over the yearsS. 

“The Chinese Christian Union is 
church-oriented. We want to see 
people  _ come to church” Rev. 
David Y. Kao，co-pastor of the 
Presbyterian ， Church in China- 
town, Said. An ecumenical Chris- 
tian movement among ”Chinese 
churches of elght different denomil- 
nations，the _ union brings the 
churches _ together in their joint 
mission to gIVe witness and testi- 
mony about Christ, and to evange:= 
lize, he explained. 

CHANGING 

Although the Primary goal of 
the church has always been 
Spiritual, there has also beenm a his- 
tory of social service to the com- 
munlity Im Chinatown，Kao con- 
tinued, and as the-Chinese Chris- 
tian Union marks its 69th year 让 
must also_ note changing public 
attitudes toward religion and the 
changing Social character of the 
Chinatown community- 

“The first Chinese who came 
here lived in arTather isolated com- 
Inunity, due to discrimination and 
their own cultural ties,， So the ap- 
PrIoach of the Christian church at 
that time was different from what 
it is now2” 开 ao said. The frst Chi- 
nese lmmilgrants were most often 
laborers, poor and not highly edu- 
cated. The church reached out to 
therm by providing dormaitory hous- 
ing,， English and Bible classes, and 
reScue ImisSIoOns SUch as the.Presby- 
terianc=Spomnsored Cameron House. 

“The major leadership at :that 
tme came from Caucasians，the 
mlssionaries” Kao added. 

In the: second- phase of the 
churchs -development,- which 
lasted until approximately ten 


years ag0，Kao said the church 
stressed integration.“One nation” 
congregations ”were expanded to 
include all Traces，and Second- 
generation Chinese American mis- 
Sionaries WOIked to “Americanize?” 
Chinatown residents， Kao ex- 
plained，adding that many top 
comrmunity leaders at that time 
canie from the church. 

“We lost many churchgoers dur- 
ing that period”he-noted.“Many 
people didn't feel comfortable in 
integrated churches， and they 
stopped coming to church2 

SOPHISTICATED 

Joday fthe church serves the 
increasingly .diverse Asianzcom- 
munity here by emphasizing the 
uniqueness of each cultural group. 
Not only has there beem'increased 
acceptance of different cultures iD 
the US, but the recent immigrants 
are more SOphisticated and mofre 
highly educated than their prede: 
cessors, and have more to contrib- 
ute.“By being with people from 
the same background they feel 
love，:and the presence of the 
Christlan method ”Kao Saild . 

Many of the immigrants always 
believed in going to church，he 
continued，and once they find a 
church in the US they are usually 
quite loyal，though the mumber 
Who seek out churches are Still a 
minority because Christianity had 
no solid roots in China. 

However，the American-born 
children and grandchildren of 
church-going .immigrants often 
move away from the church in pur- 
Sult of materialism and indepen- 
dence, Kao continued . 

“Formerly， ， GChinese “families 
Stayed together but its no :longer 
true whben they come to the US. 
Children can move away from 
home，they _ can earn more than 
their parents- Materialism is oOUT 
biggest'obstacle. People come here 
for freedom and material gains，

SAN FERANCISCO Sal 
Chaing is a master in international 
Skeet Shooting，an extraordinary 
achievement considering he's only 
been competing for a year and 3 
half， It takes most people an 
average offve orSIxXyears of com- 
petitlve Shooting to become 3 
master. 

Chaing placed in the top 10%5 at 
the national tryouts for the UsS 
team last July in Salem，Oregon. 
He ls the frst Chinese American to 
make the UN team. 

MAXIMUM 

One week later he captured the 
gold medal at the National Sports 
Festivalin Syracuse, New York. In 
the skeet Shooting competition， 
Chaing hit 196 out of 200 targets to 
tie for first Place，and then took 
the three-round Shoot-o 址 by hit- 
ting 23 targets In arIow during the 
fnal round. 

In international Skeet Shooting， 
shooters must rotate in a Semi- 
Circle around the range，sShooting 
two to tour shots from Seven Spots 
at four-inch disk-shaped targets. 
The disks come out of two differ- 
ent houses，one 15 feet high and 
the other 3 feet high. They are 1o- 
cated on either Slide of the shooteT 
and travel at a Speed of 105 mph. 
This gives the Shooter a maximum 
of two Seconds to shoot. A consis- 
tently high Score 1$s needed to be 
considered a masteT. 

“Anyone can compete In inter- 
national Skeet shooting. You don't 
have to have fast refexes, Chaing 
modestiy explained. Chaing PITac- 
tices his shooting:a minimurm of six 
holurs a day On weekends at the 
Pacifc: Rod and Gun Club near 
Lake Merced.、He also works out 
With welghts at least three times a 
Week.

Asian players 一 many of them trained in China 一 who have 
immigrated to the United States and made their mark in the US Table 
Tennis Association Tankings. Recent Bay Area tournarments have Seen 
unranked Vietnamese and Chinese players enter and knock oft seeded 
favorites in the early rounds， The Problem is that tournament 
organizers dontt know yet just how many and how good these Players 
are. 

Atthe recent one-star tournament at the SanErancisco Table Tennis 
Club September 12.13， one of the most excitinag matches Was betWeen 
Henry Low and Quang Do in the semifinals of the mens 0pen， 
Although Dobeat Low in three straight games of a best-of-five match， 
the games were close and well played, Besides both being good Players，

table tenmnis training in China. Born in Cuangdong piIovince， Low is a 
fredquent competitor at the Chinese Recreation Center ip San Francisco 
Chinatown. Another Guangdong-born player,， Jack Wu,， Practices at 
the _ Center and is one of the top-rated competitors iD Northern 
California， 

Do's arrival in the United States was quite recent and features 
elements of cloak and dagger， Just four months ago，he was the 
number two player on the Communist Vietnam team. While the team 
was in India for a special exhibition match, Do fled the delegation and 
made his way to Thailand. Through the intercession of Vietnamese 
friends in the United ,States，Do asked for asylum here and after a 
twenty-day wait, he was allowed entry. It didn't take Iong for him to 
make his presence felt on the local tables，Do commented after his 
September match with Low that the training he received 也 Visits to 
China helped his play in the SF event, because he was familiar with 


Low's style of play. 
Three other local Chinese American players 一 Dean Wong, JIrwin

championships. The Burma-born Wong, soon to be 19 years of age, is 
currently eleventh ranked in the United States with a rating of 2350:

LOS ANGELES 一 Returning 
to the US afterbeing sent to attend 
School in Asia by his parents,， Peter 
Ito (not his -real name) found 
himself- very separate from his 
more traditionally-minded :fam- 
jy.、Confused and frustrated，he 
defiantly joined_ up with some 
youth gangs;， enjoying ， their 
alcohol and pills and forgetting his 
PrIoblems. 

The money given by his parents 
was easily spent, and Peter turned 
to burglary and dealing to Taise 
money:. After seven years of 
alcohol and barbiturates， PeterT 
was committed to the residential 
program of the Asian Amierican 
Drug Abuse Program at 5318 So， 
Crenshaw . Blvd.， a non-profit， 
commlunity-based agency Working 
in Asian Pacific American com- 


munities. 
TENSIONS 
After two years of the program， 
Peter， now in his 30s， has 


Tecovered from his addiction and 
is counseliag youths and sharing 
his experiences with them，exactly 


thie sort of work he had once- 


wanted to do, 

Peter is just one of many to 
benefit from the AADA program， 
begun in 1971，after a large 
number :of overdoses occurred mp 
the Japanese Americam commun- 
ity， 

“A lot of the parents felt there 
was aneed for some sort of facility 
or program thatwould address the 
problem,” explained 了 Patrick 
Ogawa, cUIIent executive director 
of theprogram. - 

“In the 60s，you could possibly 
categorize What age kids were 
using :drugs， but now you could 
walk in an elementary school and 
Probably get hit up for pills or 


marijuana. Within the Asian com-, 


munity, Ithink you re going to see 
even more of that,Ogawa -con- 
tinued. 

The reasons for drug abuse are 
many and complicated, and issues 
of identity and values in bicul- 
turalfamilies add other tensions， 


“With alot of the kids that have 
money you see a lot of expecta- 
tions _ from the parents to be 
certain types of people when they 
gFOw Up; expectations of educa- 
tion and a certain type of job 
stabijlity. 了 here ia lot of pressure 
there” O5gawa said，adding,， 工 
think alot of parents also give too 
much to their kiqs and spoil them 
without really realizing it 

GROWING 

The situation of new imrmi- 
grants may intensify the sitUation: 
“There iconfusion when kids 
come over here: they re caught in 
the bind of wanting to become 
Aierican，but then theres the 
cultural conflict, Ogawa noted， 

“The -stereotype，that drugs 
make- you more active and 
aggressive and give you more 
courage is true with some of the 


Asians， because some of them are 


Passive in a sense，oOT withdrawn，

Ogawa continued. 

Community involvement “in 
trying to- solve some of the 
problems is not always forth- 
coming. “The Asian commtun- 
ities wait unt 这 the “problem 
becomes so insurmountable that 
they cannot deal with it, and they 
expect a _ program to come in-and 
fix 让 .But it's not something you 
can band-aid or put a spray on 
and have heal in a couple of days， 
it's_ something that has been 
growing for a long time,”Ogawa 
Said , 

In an attempt to increase ef- 
fectiveness of the program in the 
Asian _ community the sta 仁 
includes many Asians，and Asian 
holidays and customs are gener- 
ally recognized, Ogawa said.
